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SUBJECT: KOREA IN 30TH UNGA: MAURITIUS 

REF: (A) STATE 254917; (B) USUN 5356 

1. EARLIEST TIME I COULD MEET PRIVATELY WITH PRIME MINISTER RAM- 
GOOLAM WAS THIS MORNING. (HE WAS ON THE MOVE ALL DAY AND MOST OF 
THE NIGHT YESTERDAY.) I PUT USUN AND DEPARTMENT PITCH TO HIM 
POLITELY BUT VERY FIRMLY, INCLUDING PARA 2 REF A ALMOST VERBATIM. 

2. WHILE REITERATING HOW HIGHLY HE VALUED RELATIONS WITH US, 

HE KEPT GROANING HOW COULD HE "FACE" OAU (OF WHICH HE IS PRESIDENT- 
APPARENT NEXT YEAR) AND PRESERVE GOM RELATIONS WITH BOTH KOREAS IF 
HE VOTED AGAINST ALGERIAN RESOLUTION. BEST I COULD GET FROM 
RAMGOOLAM WAS AS FOLLOWS: 

(A) MAURITIUS WOULD TAKE POSITION THAT FRENCH AMENDMENT 
SHOULD BE VOTED ON FIRST. 

(B) MAURITIUS WOULD VOTE FOR FRIENDLY RESOLUTION. 
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(C) MAURITIUS WOULD HAVE TO ABSTAIN ON UNFRIENDLY RESOLUTION. 
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(C) MAURITIUS PERMREP RAMPHUL WOULD MAKE SPEECH PRIOR TO 
VOTES EMPHASIZING THAT NOTHING SHOULD BE DONE WHICH 
WOULD INTERFERE WITH OPPORTUNITY FOR BOTH KOREAS 
TO SETTLE THEIR PROBLEMS PEACEFULLY. 

(E) RAMGOOLAM WOULD SEND FOREGOING INSTRUCTIONS TO 
RAMPHUL IMMEDIATELY. 

3. 1 SAID I COULD NOT SEE HOW ANY VOTE FOR PRIORITY ON FRENCH 
AMENDMENT COULD SUPERSEDE OR CHANGE EXISTING PROCEDURAL PRIORITY 
RESOLUTION, AND IN ANY EVENT PRIORITY FOR FRENCH AMENDMENT SHOULD 
IMPLY NEGATIVE VOTE ON PRIORITY FOR UNFRIENDLY RESOLUTION. RAM- 
GOOLAM WOULD NOT GIVE ME STRAIGHT ANSWER TO THAT QUESTION. 

4. RAMGOOLAM HAD MESSAGE FROM RAMPHUL THIS MORNING CLOSELY 
PARALLELING USUN'S REPORT REF B. RAMGOOLAM COMMENTED THAT HE HAD 
MORE CONFIDENCE IN RAMPHUL’S VOTE COUNTING THAN IN USUN'S AND 
THEREFORE RAMGOOLAM WAS NOT CONVINCED WE HAVE ENOUGH VOTES TO PASS 
FRIENDLY RESOLUTION. RAMGOOLAM RECALLED DIFFERING US AND MAURITIAN 
ESTIMATES ON CHINA ADMISSION VOTE WHERE HE CLAIMED RAMPHUL'S COUNT 
WAS MORE ACCURATE THAN OURS. I REITERATED OUR CONFIDENCE IN OUR 
VOTE COUNT ON KOREA THIS TIME AND STRESSED THAT RAMGOOLAM'S POSI- 
TION AND OURS APPEARED SUBSTANTIVELY PARALLEL AND COMPATIBLE. 
THEREFORE IN LIGHT OF RAMGOOLAM'S SUBSTANTIVE POSITION ON KOREA 
(WHICH HE HAD ALREADY COMMUNICATED TO NORTH KOREA) IT SEEMED TO ME 
MAURITIUS WOULD BE JUSTIFIED VOTING AGAINST ALGERIAN RESOLUTION. 

HE DID NOT DEMUR BUT AGAIN COMPLAINTED ABOUT FEAR OF CROSSING NON- 
ALIGNED AND OAU, REMARKING THAT BOUMEDIENE WAS MAIN TROUBLEMAKER ON 
THIS ISSUE, BUT PERHAPS GA PRESIDENT THORN COULD BE HELPFUL 
ON MANAGING PRIORITY RESOLUTION. 

5. RAMGOOLAM SAID HE THOUGHT "SOMETHING HAD HAPPENED" ON THIS 
ISSUE IN POLITICAL COMMITTEE LAST NIGHT BUT DID NOT KNOW EXACTLY 
WHAT. NEITHER DO I, BUT I WILL PHONE AF/E - COOTE ABOUT 0900 
WASHINGTON TIME TODAY FOR LATEST READING AND ADVICE.
